Truman told reporters: “Of 
course, I am sorry to hear of his 
trouble. I am never happy over 
anybody’s physical breakdown. My 
association with Stalin at Pots- 
dam was very pleasant:” 

Asked for his opinion on what 
effect Stalin’s death.would have 
on world affairs, Truman replied: 
“I am in no position to assess any 
such effect since I have not been 
in touch with the foreign situa- 
tion since Jan. 20.“ (That is the 
date Truman retired from the 
White House.)

resses Hope God Will 
Watch Over Soviet 


Who Rules. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower expressed 
his sympathy to the Russian peo- 
ple today in commenting on the 
serious illness of Premier Stalin. 
The President voiced hope in 
a statement that “God will watch 
over the Soviet peoples “regard- 
less of the identity of government 
personalities.” 

The text of the statement: 

“At this moment in history 
when multitudes of Russians are 
anxiously concerned because of 
the illness of the Soviet ruler the 
thoughts of America go out to all 
the people of the U.S.S.R.—the 
men and women, the boys and 


girls—in the villages, cities, farms 
and factories of their homeland. 
“They are the children of the 
same God who is the father of all 
peoples everywhere. And like all 


peoples, Russia's millions share 


our longing for a friendly and 
peaceful world. 

“Regardless of the identity of 
government personalities, the 
prayer of us Americans continues 
to be that the Almighty will watch 
over the people of that vast coun- 
them, in His wis- 
dom, opportunity to live their 


ves in a world where all men 
and women and children dwell in 
— peace and comradeship.” 


James C. Hagerty, the White 
House press secretary, told re- 
porters Eisenhower was informed 
of Stalin’s illness about 6 a.m., as 
soon as he awakened. 

The President went to his office 
a little before 7:30, somewhat 
earlier than usual, Hagerty said. 

There he met with Allen Dulles, 
head of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, and discussed with him 
the international situation as it

People surrounded the news- 
paper stands scattered through- 
out the city as the morning edi- 
tions carrying the Government 
announcement and the medical 
bulletin were sold. 

At points in the city, where 
the earliest copies of Pravda were

UNCERTAINTY OVER 


CUTS STOCK PRICES 


NEW YORK, March 4 (AP)— 
Bonds of Soviet satellite countries 
and of the old Russian czarist 
regime were higher today against 
the background of Stalin’s illness. 
But the stock market lost the 
gains it made in the last 10 days 

Losses of $1 or more were re- 
corded on some issues. Experts 
attributed the drop to uncertainty 
due to Stalin's illness. 

There was an immediate de- 
mand for such issues as Estonian 
7 per cent bonds which were up 
around $30 at $150 and Polish 8 
per cent bonds which added $10 
at $90. These bonds have a face 
value of $1000 and have long been 
in detault. 

The Russian Czarist bonds were 
heavily traded on the American 
Stock Exchange where the 6% 
per cent bonds of 1919 gained 
$1.20 at $35 and the 544 per cent 
bonds of 1921 were up $3.75 at

The medical bulletin said Stalin 
suffered a sudden brain hemor- 
rhage affecting vital parts of the 
brain, as a pesult of which he de- 
veloped a paralysis of the right 
leg and the right arm, with loss 
of consciousness and speech.” 

The medical bulletin said Stalin 
was having trouble breathing and 
that his pulse beat at 120 a min- 
ute was “completely irregular.” 

The bulletin added that on 
March 2 and 3, necessary meas- 
ures for treatment were under- 
taken, “directed toward improve- 
ment of disturbed functions of 
breathing, circulation. and blood 
which. so far have not brought 
any changes in the course of the 
illness.” 

Confidence in Unity Expressed.

enormously. Since then, he has 
had a major hand in the expan- 
sion of Communism in satellite 
and occupied countries through 
his police agents in and out of 
the armed forces. But recent 
Soviet press criticism of the se- 
curity forces, stemming from the 
case of the nine doctors accused 
of plotting to kill Soviet leaders, 
may mean he is on shaky ground. 


Vyacheslov Mikhailovich Molo- 
tov — One of the few remaining 
“old Bolsheviks,” the men who 
brought the Soviet Union into 
being in the 1917 October revolu- 
tion. A former Foreign Min- 
ister and one-time Prime Minis- 
ter, he was born in the 
Viatsk province of central 
European Russia to a fairly well- 
to-do family named Scriabin. He 
joined the Bolshevik party when 
still in high school and by the 
age of 19 had been arrested by 
the Czar’s secret police five times. 
With the success of the revolu- 
tion, Molotov rose by steady steps 
to a seat on the governing Polit- 
buro. From 1930 to 1941, when 
Stalin was running things from 
the officially obscure post of 
chairman of the Communist 
party’s Central Committee, Molo- 
tov fronted as chairman of the 
Council of People’s Commissars— 
a post equivalent to Premier. 
Stalin took over the job. In 1936 
Molotov helped draft a new con- 
stitution for the Soviet Union and 
in 1939 he replaced the western- 
minded Maxim Litvinoff as For- 
eign Minister. During World War 
II he took over reorganization of 
Russia’s tank production, in addi- 
tion to running the Foreign Of-

The need is certainly dire. The 
drama at Tehran is only one part 
of a broad and terrifying pattern, 
in which the other parts are also 
close to incandescence. 

In recent weeks, the American 
ambassadors throughout the Mid- 
dle East, and especially in the 
Arab countries, have begun to 
take a tone of downright despair 
in their messages to the State De- 
partment, The Arab-Israeli dis- 
pute has dragged on too long. 
Anti-American feeling has grown 
more and more inflamed. The 
new anti-Semitism of the Krem- 
lin has greatly increased the in- 
flammation. 

Immediate Dangers. 

There are grave immediate 
dangers. For instance, if the 
Kremlin chooses to send arms to 
Col. Shishekly, the dictator of 
Syria, the sequel may easily be 
another outbreak of large-scale 
fighting between Arabs and Is- 
raelis. (The border war goes on 
interminably, like a low fever.) 
Or the Russians can arm the 
Iraqi dissidents. Or there can be 
some other sort of irreparable 
breakdown or governmental crisis. 
This could happen even in Egypt, 
which is the only place where the 
trend of events is at all hopeful. 

In this somber picture, Iran has 
a double importance. One of the 
causes of the troubles that over- 
took the aging Premier Mossadegh 
over the weekend is a division of 
power over the army and police. 
The Shah af Iran formerly ‘con- 
trolled both police and army. 
Mossadegh has been seeking to 
wrest this control from him. The 
process is only half completed.

Then Mossadegh moved in on 
the Shah. The extraordinary ulti- 
matum which was presented to 
the Shah has not been fully re- 


ported. Mossadegh accused his 
monarch of consorting with his 


enemies. He demanded that the 
Shah see no one, foreigner or 
Iranian, officer or civilian, with- 
out governmental permission. He 
asked the Shah to hand over all 
the crown lands. He requested 
complete control of the armed 
forces. And he insisted on a de- 
tailed accounting of palace ex- 
penditures. 


No wonder, then, that the Shah 
declared he would leave his coun- 
try, rather than submit. Unfor- 
tunately for Mossadegh, the Shah 
is genuinely popular, while Mos- 
sadegh himself has been lately 
losing ground, especially among 
the powerful merchant class 
whose business is not helped by 
Iran’s present condition of en- 
demic bankruptcy. Kashani raised 
his head again, and got out the 
mobs on the Shah's be- 
half.

An Appointment to Reject 


Turn over the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to the railroads? The Federal Power 
Commission to the natural gas and electric utili- 
ties? The Federal Trade Commission to the 


advertising business? The Securities and Ex: 


change Commission to the stock brokers? 
All of these questions are involved in the 
presidential nomination of Albert M. Cole as 


administrator of the Housing and Home Fi- 


mance Agency. Because they are so involved, 


we believe Mr. Cole's appointment should be re- 


jected by the Senate. 

As a Congressman from Kansas, Mr. Cole 
fought side by side with the real estate lobby 
against housing legislation of all kinds. If he 
is now placed in charge of all federal housing 
programs, then it would be just as sensible to 
turn over other federal agencies to the special 
interests they are supposed to regulate. 

Mr. Cole promised the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee that if confirmed as housing admin- 
istrator he would not “try to circumvent, scuttle 
or sink a law that Congress hag placed on the 
books.” But if his opposition to housing legisla- 
tion was honest in the first place, he cannot be 
expected to become converted overnight to basic 
principles which he has consistently opposed. 

Imagine for a moment that Mr. Cole had 
been re-elected to Congress last November, in- 
stead of being defeated. Would he now be em- 
bracing the housing legislation which he so vig- 
orously opposed in the past? And if he could 
not make that switch as a Congressman, how 
could he be expected to make it as an appointed 
official? 

The issue is not, in any case, Mr. Cole's 
present frame of mind. The issue is his record, 
and that is quite clear. 

The record shows that Mr. Cole was the 
acknowledged House leader of the fight against 
the Housing Act of 1949, which set up the public 
housing and slum clearance programs he would 
direct as HHFA administrator. He carried on 
this fight in committee, on the floor, in the 
newspapers, on national radio hookups. 

The record shows that at the time he was 
leading this ‘fight, Mr. Cole was on first-name 
terms with Morton Bodfish, Chicago mortgage 
banker and one of the leaders of the real estate 
lobby. Mr. Bodfish fed Mr. Cole material for his 
fight on housing. 

The record shows that Mr. Cole opposed rent 
control in 1949, in 1950 and in 1952. It shows 
that he stood shoulder to shoulder with the 
real estate lobby in its attempt first to weaken 
and then to kill the Defense Housing Act of 
1951. It shows that he even tried to eliminate 
from that law Government powers designed to 
prevent land speculators from squeezing the 
builders and buyers of defense housing. 

Seldom has any Congressman compiled so 
clear a record of Serving a special interest rather 
than the public interest. Mr. Cole’s appointment 
was an unfortunate mistake, and the Senate will 
do the Eisenhower Administration no favor by 
ratifying the mistake. 

It would be a service to the President, in 
fact, if the Senate rejected this nomination as 
a warning to the White House staff. Self-serving 
groups are bound to take advantage of the 
President's political inexperience and his pre- 
occupation with high-level policy if they get the 
chance. A firm No to the real estate lobby now 
would save the Administration countless embar- 
rassments from other lobbies later on. 
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Report From Employers 

Impressive community support for a state fair 
employment practices law has been registered 
by St. Louisans with the State Legislature. At a 
recent Senate Judiciary Committee hearing, 
Senator Pentland’s bill was indorsed by repre- 
sentatives of Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter, the 
Council of Jewish Women, the Metropolitan 
Church Federation, the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association, and Local 688 of the AFL 
Teamsters’ Union. 

Missing from this list, most obviously, was 
any representative of the St. Louis business 
community, which would be directly affected by 
a fair employment law. 

Under the cartoon on this page we publish 
today excerpts from a report to Congress on 
state fair employment laws. According to this 
report, many employers who originally opposed 
the adoption of an FEP law in their states now 
believe that the law has not prevented them from 
hiring the most competent employes available, 
and in fact has had positive beneficial effects. 
It is also reported that fair employment prac- 
tices were put into effect without difficulty. 

This impressive evidence of actual experience 
in other states should be taken into account by 
the legislators as they consider an FEP law.

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A Boost for Inflation? 
_The Federal Reserve Board has taken its first 
major step in the control of credit since the 
advent of the Eisenhower Administration. This 
step is to lower margin requirements on stock 
share purchases and short sales from 75 per cent 
to 50 per cent. 


What this means is that the person who wants 


to use credit in stock market purchases can buy 
$100 worth of stock by putting up only $50. 
Prior to this lowering of the credit requirement, 


the stock speculator had te put up $75 for each. 


$100 purchase. » 

Presumably the Federal Reserve Board feels 
that it can take this step without adding to the 
inflationary pressure. Inevitably, however, there 


will now be much more speculative buying than 


before the change in the requirement. This 
will tend to inflate the stock market whether or 
not it inflates living costs generally. 

The margin requirement was reduced from 
75 to 50 per cent on March 30, 1949. The next 
day the volume of stock sales more than dou- 
bled. The jump was from 700,000 sales the day 
before, to 1,800,000 and the Dow Jones industrial 
averages rose 2.4 points. After the Korean war 
came on the margin requirement was put back 
up to 75 per cent as a credit control move.

When the current demonstrations first broke 
out, they seemed to betoken new authority for 
the Shah, a man who showed his good intentions 
toward his people by breaking up his ewn land 
holdings, and a man who might be expected 
to take a more reasonable attitude in the nego- 
tiations for a settlement of the British-Iranian 
oil dispute. Hope for such a move toward stabili- 
ty has been clouded by the subsequent demon- 
strations inspired by Mossadegh and Kashani. 

In such an irrational situation it is, of course, 
very difficult ‘for Western diplomats to have 
much effect. The British have offered various 
concessions in connection with their Iranian oil 
claims. United States representatives have of- 
fered what to the Iranians might be even easier 
ways out of the costly deadlock. But. shifting 
street demonstrations have brought sensible 
statesmanship almost to a standstill. 

The tragedy is that the hardest-hit victims of 
an Iranian debacle, especially overt or indirect 
Communist domination of the country, would 
be the very people who are now allowing them- 
selves to be led into blind demonstrations by 
reckless leaders. 
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The Great Piano Mystery 

The case of the misplaced and rediscovered 
piano in the White House seems a perfect model 
of how to go about this sort of incident. It 
cannot, in fact, be too much admired. Consider: 
It was last Saturday the Cincinnati Times-Star 
announced that a nine-foot grand piano which 
had cost $10,000 (or a little over $1000 a foot) 
was missing. The President's press secretary, 
James C. Hagerty, said it was as much a mystery 
to him as it was to the Times-Star. 

Three days elapsed before Mr. Hagerty an- 
nounced the lost piano had been found. It had 
been moved from one room to another on a 
different floor, a development apparently not 
anticipated by the Times-Star. During those 
three days no one pointed out, as an interesting 
piece of circumstantial evidence, that former 
President Truman plays the piano. No one in- 
dulged in smear-by-association to remark on the 
fact that Miss Margaret Truman is often ac- 
companied by a piano. : 

There were no charges, counter-charges, in- 
vestigations, or even demands for investigations. 
The piano was lost, looked for, and found on 
the next floor; and that was absolutely that. 
Could anyone do it better? 
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Troubles of Pacification 

“We do not like the way you broke that con- 
tract, and we reserve the right to break it our- 
selves.” 

That seems to be the substance of the anti- 
enslavement resolution as now amended, on 
Senator Taft’s orders, by the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. Valiantly laboring to pacify 
those Republican extremists who considered the 
Administration’s original resolution “soft” be- 
cause it did not repudiate Yalta and other war- 
time agreements, the Committee has added a 
paragraph. 

The pacifier insert does not repudiate the 
wartime agreements. But it leaves the door open 
for possible repudiation in the future by stating, 
in effect, that Congress has not made up its 
mind whether the agreements are valid or not. 

Republican Senators have shown their soli- 
darity with Taft by unanimously indorsing the 
amendment. But the very change which brought 
them into line has alienated many Democrats, 
whose votes are necessary if the resolution is to 
receive that “substantial unanimity” which. Sec- 
retary Dulles has described as essential. 

Six of seven Democrats on the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee opposed. the amendment. As 
the fight moves to the floor, President. Eisen- 
hower finds himself being supported by the 
minority and compelled to choose between fight- 
‘ing his own party or knuckling under to Senator 
Taft. 

The Democrats make the rather telling point 
that Congress cannot very well denounce Rus- 
sia for breaking the wartime pacts unless Con- 
gress considers the pacts binding. To raise an 
open doubt about their validity tends to reduce 
the force of a proclamation that the Russians 
have “perverted” the pacts to enslave the peoples 
of their puppet states. 


So what started out as a bold stroke in Sec- 
retary Dulles's psychologieal offensive appears 
to be pretty well entangled at the moment. A 
resolution supported by the Republicans and 
opposed by the Democrats would be something 
less than bold. So would @ resolution supported 
by the Democrats but opposed by Senator Taft 
and the right-wing Republieans. 

We, would not be surprised if Mr. Dulles is 
wishing now that he had never brought the 
subject up in the first place, 
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Doctor, Lawyer, Indian Chief.

Enforceable fair employment practice 
laws have been in operation for several 
years in seven states and two cities, cov- 
ering about a third of the nätion's total 
population. 


The states are Connecticut. Massachu- 
setts, New Jersey, New York, Oregon, 
Rhode Island and n. The cities 
are Minneapolis and Philadelphia. 


Four other states and 23 other. munici- 

palities have some form of fair employ- 
ment legislation. New Mexico has an en- 
forceable statute, but the Legislature 
failed to appropriate funds for enforce- 
ment, Colorado’s law has educational pro- 
visions with respect to private employ- 
ment, but the enforceable provisions ap- 
ply only to public employment. Indiana 
and Wisconsin have authorized agencies to 
attempt to eliminate employment discrimi- 
nation by conciliation 
them no enforcement powers. 
This study has made the following find- 
ngs: 
1. Since 1945 the seven state and two 
city agencies that. have enforceable FEP 
laws have handled about 5900 cases. For 
about 5200 of these cases there are data 
as to the findings. In 54 per cent of these 
5200 cases, the agencies found some form 
of discrimination, which they were able 
to eliminate by informal conciliation to 
the satisfaction of all parties (with six 
exceptions mentioned below). 


New Concept in Civil Rights 


Seventy-nine per cent of the complaints 
have been lodged against employers. Sev- 
enty-thfee per cent of the cases have in- 
volved charges of discrimination because 
‘of race or color. 

Discrimination against white persons 
has been less — gone 4 reported be- 
cause, it is believed, such discrimination 
is more subtle and occurs less in the hir- 
ing process than in conditions of work and 
upgrading. | 

The small number of cases handled by 
the agencies is believed to be the result 
of the facts that these laws represent a 
new concept in the protection of -civil 
rights; they have been in operation only 

a few years, and the agencies have sought 
fo move ahead cautiously and to stress 
their educational functions rather than 
their compulsory powers. 

2. FEP laws have opened many oppor- 
tunities for workers previously barred be- 
cause of race, color, religion or national 
origin, from certain occupations, indus- 
tries and firms. 

The more precise effects of such legis- 
lation, however, would have to be meas- 
ured by special studies requiring original 
research and much data not yet compiled.

3. The FEP agencies have reduced dis- 
crimination and expanded opportunity 
through their settlement of complaint 
cases, changing employment patterns .in 
small and large enterprises, promoting 
fair practices in state and in private com- 
mercial employment agencies, reducing ex- 
clusionary practices in unions, diminishing 
the frequency of discriminatory job ad- 
vertisements in newspapers and discrimi- 
natory questions on employment applica- 
tion forms, and promoting healthy group 
relations in the community. 

4. The laws with enforcement provisions 
have been more effective in reducing dis- 
crimination in employment than those 
without such provisions. This ‘conclusion 
emerges from the data presented by the 
seven states and two municipalities that 
aeye given their FEP agencies such pow- 

and from the fact that the two state 
—— without such powers have not 
presented data showing an equal degree of 
success in eliminating discrimination. 


Few Rulings Are Challenged 


5. The FEP agencies have conducted the 
kind of educational programs which many 
persons and groups have insisted would be 
the best way to promote better intergroup 
relations and to reduce employment dis- 
crimination. 

6. The integration of minority groups 
into industry, resulting from FEP laws, has 
been accomplished to the ‘satisfaction of 
employers, workers and labor unions. 

Although employers generally opposed 
the enactment of an enforceable FEP law, 
many of them have since expressed their 
belief* that such legislation has not pre- 
vented them from hiting the most com- 
petent employes available, and has had 
positive beneficial effects. Many employ- 
ers have also weed meg that their policy of 
fair employment has been carried out 
without difficulty. 

7. The enforcing agencies have hd 
their jobs cautiously, emphasizing their ed- 
ucational functions using their com- 
pulsory powers sparihgly. In the seven 


States and two citfes: with enforceable 


FEP law in operation since 1945, in only 
six of the approximately 5900 cases has an 
administrative agency found it impossible 
to settle a case by conciliation. 

In these six cases the agency found it 
necessary to go to the stage of a formal 
hearing. In five of the six cases the agen- 
cy went so far as to issue an order re- 
quiring the réspondent to cease and desist 
from illegal discrimination. 

8. Only a few rulings of the FEP agen- 
cies have been challenged in the courts, 
and in no case has such a pas been re- 
versed.

“It may be stated unequivocally 
that all ulcerating lesions of the 
stomach must be considered to be 
malignant until they can be 
proved otherwise,” he said. 

He pointed out that about half 
of the patients with cancer of the 
stomach will say the first symp- 
tom noticed was “an ill-defined 
dyspepsia.” He said nearly half 
will feel definite improvement 
temporarily if given treatment 
for an ordinary ulcer of the 
stomach or duodenum. 

“In any case in which the chief 
symptoms are referrable to the 
stomach and do not respond im- 


simple therapeutic measures, the 
possibility of cancer of the stom- 
ach must be entertained,” he said. 
Only a competent pathologist 
can tell for sure whether a stom- 
ach ulcer is cancerous, he said. 
As an encouraging aspect of 
cancer, he said patients at Mayo 
Clinic with gastric cancer had 
shown a marked increase in sur- 
vival rate. Only 5 per cent of 
those admitted from 1907 to 1916 
survived five years, compared 
with 14 per cent of those admitted 
from 1940 to 1949. 
The Hodgen lecture was estab- 
lished in 1921 in honor of Dr. 
John T. Hodgen, early-day St. 
Louis surgeon who died in 1882. 
He was internationally known for 
his work on thigh fractures. He 
was professor of surgery at the 
old St. Louis Medical College and 
served as president of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association.

PROFESSIONAL ROSE GROWERS try constant- 
ly to develop new varieties and when they do so, 
they apply for a patent, just as in the case of a new 
mechanical invention. A horticulturist at the plant 
patent office in Washington must determine if it 
is really new and different from others on the mar- 
ket. The most recent patented blooms are the Susan 
Lotte, very light pink with shades of yellow and 
white; Charles Mallerim. dark, almost-black red, 
and Happiness, long-stemmed bright cerise blossom. 

Although with its mild climate Tyler has cor- 
nered the rose market—more than 70 per cent of 
the field-grown roses in this country come from 
there—roses can be grown successfully in the far 
northern states and even in Canada, Miller said. 
The bushes begin to bud from mid-May to early 
June and will continue to bear flowers until the 
first frost.

HERE ARE SOME of his suggestions for suc- 
cessful rose cultivation. 

Plant bushes 18 to 24 inches apart. Water well 
when they are first planted, but do not use com- 
mercial fertilizer at that time. Cultivate plants oc-

Pinch off the first buds. This is hard for the 
anxious new gardener to do. but Miller points out 
that it takes as much food value to mati one 
blossom as it does for the cane, or branch, to grow 
eight inches.

CUT STEMS right above the leaf bud. Cut on 
an angle and be careful not to tear the stems and 
scar the bush. 

Flower preservative in the water will keep the 
cut blossoms fresh longer. And frequent cutting of 
blossoms helps produce more. 

Put a vase of roses in the refrigerator at night 
or when you leave the house. Put water on the 
leaves and cover with wax paper. This will pre- 
serve the beauty of the blossoms longer. 

“But remember,” laughed Miller, “that’s the re- 
frigerator—not the deep freeze.”

EMEMBER Miss C., who wrote-to me some tim2 ago out- 
K lining the unusual sort of marriage she was contem- 

plating—something that was supposed to be a genuine 
50-50 proposition? 

I printed it largely as a challenge to those who are 
always parroting, “I say marriage should be a 50-50 propo- 
sition!” So? Well, just how 50-50 should it be? Miss C. cer- 
tainly had a 50-50 proposition put up to her, but now that 
the returns are in from readers it seems that while such a 
mathematical formula would appear to be in the realm of 
the absolute, it isn’t when applied to marriage.

YOU MAY RECALL that Miss C. was unmarried, 55 
years old with a good job which she wanted to continue until 
the retirement age a few years hence when she would have 
a pension for life. She owned her home and had some 
savings. A man whose posilion was the same as hers— 
identical in almost every respect—proposed that they marry 
and that each pay half the expenses of the household— 
right across the board. To him, 50-50 meant 50-50. Each 
nad the same resources, each was marrying for compan- 
lonship: there would be no children; why should either one 
expect to become a dependent of the other? 

The men who have written me think this is a reasonable 
arrangement.

incident. But there in India it 
hit me in the face and I shud- 
dered because I knew I would be 
asked over and over, ‘Is that 
what you and the people of the 
United States mean by democ- 
racy?” 

Roosevelt further ob- 
served that as we fail in the 
United States to live up to our 
claim as a truly democratic 
people, it is not only the United 
States that suffers but the whole 
idea of democracy. 

“We are the symbol of de- 
mocracy in what we do and what 
we do counts the world over,” 
she said, and added, “the Com- 
munists can make promises but 
we have to produce.” 

That the Soviet Government it- 
self recognizes Mrs. Roosevelt as. 
one of the world’s best known 
and most successful salesmen of 
democracy is evident from dis- 
paraging remarks about her that 
appear continually in the Com- 
munist press. At first the Rus- 
sians were content to call her 
nothing worse than “a school 
teacher and meddling old wom- 
an,” but Izvestia .disclosed the 
Kremlin’s true regard for her 
when it described her as a “hypo- 


critical servant of capitalism 
a fly darkening the Soviet sun.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt began her work 
at the United Nations seven years 
ago with a sincere belief that the 
Soviet delegates could be met 
half way. By i949 she had 
changed her mind and was ready 
to state publicly that the idea of 
compromise was useless and that 
she would never try it again. 
That she has ped quite a few 
flys in Soviet ointment is a mat- 
ter of record. 

As a source of annoyance to 
Stalin, Mrs. Roosevelt has been 
the subject of a story. It seems 
that Lenin’s widow, a, 
was more inclined to Trotsky’s 
view than to Stalin’s and was so 
outspoken on the matter that 
Stalin is said to have remarked, 
“If that old woman doesn’t shut 
up, I'll appoint someone else Len- 
in’s widow.” 

When Mrs. Roosevelt began 
wielding a firm hand as chair- 
man on the Commission on Hu- 
man Rights in the United Na- 
tions and more than once lowered 
the boom on a Russian delegate, 
Stalin is d to have been re- 
minded of Mme. Krupskaya and 
to have remarked, “I wish I had 
the power to appoint someone 
else Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
widow.”

It has accomplished many 
other 8. too, in the few 
short years since 1945. But still 
people are impatient, perhaps be- 
cause they do not understand 
what has been accomplished.”
